Leader Confers With 
Churchill. 


LONDON, Nov. 16 (AP).—Gen. 
Charles de Gaulle and the Fight- 
ing French committee which he 
heads announced officially today 
they were “taking no part” in Al- 
lied negotiations with Vichy rep- 
resentatives in North Africa. 

The statement followed a con- 
ference between De Gaulle and 
Prime Minister Winston Churchill. 

De Gaulle issued this statement: 

“Gen de Gaulle and the French 
National Committee announce that 
they are taking no part whatsoever 
in and are assuming no responsi- 
bility for negotiations in progress 
in North Africa with representa 
tives of Vichy. : 

“Should the negotiations result 
in arrangements which would in 
effect. confirm the Vichy regime 
in North Africa such decisions 
could obviously not be accepted by 
Fighting France. 

“The union of all French terri- 
tories overseas in the struggle for 
liberations should be achieved in 
conditions consonant with the will 
and dignity of the French people.” 

Flandin Reported in Africa. 
At the same time, Reuters news 

agency reported that two more for- 
mer Vichy officials had arrived in 
Allied-oceupied North Africa: 
Pierre Etienne Flandin and Pierre 
Pucheu. 

Fiandin, one-time Premier of the 
French Republic and later Foreign 
Minister, was am advocate of 
friendship with Germany before 
the war. Pucheu, a former Vichy 
Minister of the Interior, rose to in- 
fluence at Vichy after the fall of 
France and was considered a sup- 
porter of collaboration with Ger- 
many. 

The Reuters dispatch gave 
“usually well informed quarters” as 
the source of its information. 

Churchill's meeting with De 
Gaulle followed an announcement 
that British diplomatic advisers 
had reached North Africa to help 
clear up the confusing situation 
arising after Admiral Jean Darian, 
onetime collaborationist and Vichy 
defense chief, had been entrusted 
with French civil interests. 

Stripped of Commands, 

From Vichy came, a broadcast in 
the name of Marshal Petain de- 
claring that Darlan had been dis- 
missed from all public. functions 
and all military commands, 

Darlan, however, with the co-op- 
eration of American military offi- 

als who found him in Algiers, 
has\announced that he was taking 
bver French interésts in North Af- 
rica in the name of Petain. 

He also has named Gen, Henri 
Horore Giraud, the former prison- 
er of war whom the Germans found 
too slippery to hold, as army Chief 
in North Africa, a position which 
American military authorities pre- 
viously had announced he would 
occupy. 

Accused of Disobeying. 

Petain was said by the Vichy ra- 
dio to have rebuked Darlan for de- 
claring an armistice with the Al- 


lies, repudiated Darlan’s assertion 


that he was acting in the Marshal’s 

_Mame and accused him of going 
contrary to orders in allowing 
French troops to oppose Axis 
forces. 

In a communication directed to 
the Army, Petain was quoted as 
having said, “don’t make yourself 
accomplices of a traitor. Refuse 
to obey his orders. I alone am and 
will remain your commander in 
chief.” ; 

Darlan, in a proclamation las 
night, replied that Petain no long- 
er dared express his real thoughts 
since the Germans have occupied 
all France. 

Some allied governments-in-exile 
have expressed the belief. that 
recognition of Darlan in the North 
African situation was purely a 
military expedient to expedite an 
armistice with the French forces 
that otherwise might remain loyal 
to Vichy and that he soon would 
be supplanted by Gen. Giraud or 
some other French leader “whose 
loyalty to the Allied cause is un- 
questionable.” 

Times’ .Comment, 

Commenting on the “Darlan af- 
fair,” the Times said: 

“As a matter of plain reporting, 
few people at the present stage 
like the granting of status to a 
man who... . often proclaimed 
the need to collaborate with the 
enemies of Britain, America and 
France itself, 

“No doubt his status is only tem- 
porary, for if it were more, care 
will have to be taken lest bewild- 
erment should grow in France 
where Darlan has for long periods 
been the second most disliked man 
and in other occupied countries, 

“A temporary status might have 
its uses in expediting a broad 
armistice which all Allies desire, 
leading to the setting up of solid 
authority.” 

The first brief announcement on 
Petain’s latest action by the Vichy 
radio was followed by a broadcast 
communique attributed to the Min- 
istry of Information, which sald: 

“The Morocco radio has just 
broadcast a proclamation by Ad- 
miral Darlan which constitutes an 
actual appeal to dissidence.

United. States naval and army 
forces attacked French Morocco 
before dawn today and before 
night fell they had planted the 
American flag in Northwest Africa 
and won the assurance of victory 
in the greatest amphibious opera- 
tion in history. 

Landings were made at three 
points along the hazardous, reef- 
ribbed coast by doughboys who 
plunged from landing craft by the 
thousands into shoulder-deep foam- 
ing surf, and waded ashore to 
storm and take vital areas in the 
face of pounding beach artillery 
and machine-gun fire. 

The convoy was brought many 
miles through a network of patrol- 
ling enemy submarines without the 
loss of a vessel Or a Man en route. 
It was the greatest convoy of the 


war. 
Three-Pronged Assault, 


The vast, three-pronged assault 
was aimed at Fedhala, 12 miles 
north of Casablanca; Port Lyautey, 
60 miles farther north, and Safi, 
140 miles south of Casablanca. 
They were the three key ports 
needed, with Casablanca, for move- 
ment of American troops and sup- 
Plies on a scale sufficient to help 
drive the Axis from Africa and 
turn the entire continent into a 
gigantic Allied base and spring- 
board into Europe. 

The blow, timed with landings in 
French Algeria at Oran and Al- 
giers by a joint British-American 
force, came as one of the war's 
major surprises. . 
French coastal batteries of the 
three Moroccan ports and French 
vessels operating out of Casa- 
blanca offered flaming resistance. 


some of the heaviest warships of 
the fleet bombarded Casablanca 
harbor and turned back every at- 
tempt by the French ships berthed 
there to fight their way through 
the blockade. a 
Scant first reports from Po 
Lyautey said American troops all 
went ashore wearing the Stars and 
Stripes on arm brassards in .the 
hope of avoiding conflict with their 
traditional allies. 

Safi Quickly Taken. 

Quickly the Americans won con- 
trol of Safi. 
Two stripped-down United States 
destroyers dashed boldly through 
the harbor under a rain of gunfire 
to land assault troops, and armored 
units soon afterward smashed 
through to take the city. Four 
hundred prisoners, including many 
foreign legionnaires, were seized 
in the Safi coup. 

High American army officials 
indicated they expected a French 
capitulation after a few days of 
fighting. 

The French army, consisting of 
Senegalese and Moroccan units as 
well as French armored forces, 
was all but knocked out of battle 
here in the first few hours by the 
more numerous and better 
equipped American soldiers. 

Several French military detach- 
ments surrendered after the in- 
itial onslaught. American casual- 
ties were relatively light. 

The amphibious force which at- 
tacked French Morocco was the 
first since the war began to sail 
directly from an American port to 
a point of assault and force its 
own beachheads, one of the most 
difficult of military tasks. 

Newsmen Under Fire, 

American newsmen and pho 
tographers were allowed by the 
Army to storm ashore with troops 
in the early assault waves under 
enemy fire. 

Our section of the convoy 
reached its journey’s end in a light 
rain. Darkest Africa was only a 
dim glow as we pulled away from 
the transport and circled toward 
our rendezvous point. 

Phosphorescent flecks gleamed 

briefly in the water and wefe gone 
like drowning fireflies when the 
boats assembled,. We suddenly 
turned toward shore at full speed, 
with motors roaring. 
We were in the third assault 
wave. The first two waves, which 
preceded us by a matter of mo- 
ments, landed safely on a four- 
mile stretch. of beach — between 
Cape Fedhala. and the Pont de 
Blondin area known as the Ri- 
viera of French Morocco. 


They had reached shore in the 
darkness, completely surprising

Ducked to Bottom of Boat,

Forlorn on a hostile coast, with 
much of their heavy equipment 
fathoms under the salt water, they

Suffered Cuts From Coral. 

I found I had a two-inch gash 
On my right thumb and a lace- 
work of cuts on both hands to 
remember our soggy trek through

Our grove quickly became dan- 
gerous: We were caught between 
our own fire and the batteries of 
Pont de Blondin above us. After 
one shejl showered dirt only a 
few yards behind us we split away 
from the beach and turned toward 
Cape Fedhala. 

Anspacher and I became fen. 
arated in crawling along the ge 
of a plowed field and I was forved 
to flatten myself six times - as 
whining 75-millimeter shells buried 
themselves in the earth within 20

Second Had Her Marriage 
Annulled. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Nov. 16 (AP).— 
Instead of being married to a big- 
amist as she charged, Miss Norine 


Cantonia, 29-year-old St. Louis 
sales demonstrator, found herself 
just married today. Aug. 25, 1941, 
she married James McCurdy, 43. 
She told the Court that she later 
discovered McCurdy had a wife in 
Milwaukee, so she swore out a 
warrant charging bigamy. 

When the County Attorney’s of- 
fice finished its investigation it had 
found that McCurdy married Alice 
Heath in Waukegan, IIl., in 1923 
but she died in 1938.

Fergusonians went to bed with 
the comforting knowledge that al- 
most all of the 200 invaders had 
been “killed, wounded or captured” 
by the defending guardsmen. About 
the only survivors of the suicidal 
mission were a few short-winded 
stragglers who lost their way in 
the lumpy. northern St. Louis 
County countryside, and the enemy 
commander, Capt. W. W. Bliss of 
the Third Battalion. 

It was a pretty humiliating de- 
feat for the enemy. Although 
Capt. Bliss’ men were outnumbered 
at least three to one, they .were 
vastly superior in equipment. They 
were opposed by a force armed 
with shotguns and a few subma- 
chine guns, The invaders raced 
south from the Missouri River 
where they had made a mythical 
crossing by barges at Lewis and 
Clark bridges in 40 autofnobiles 
designated as tanks. The defend- 
ers made the Civil Air Patrol on 
their side, but the nine airplanes 
were restricted to reconnaissance. 

Invadérs’ Difficulties. 

The invaders had about eight 
miles of winding road to cover be- 
fore they could reach the “vital 
installations” they hoped to destroy 
at Ferguson. They ran into unex- 
pected difficulties at the outset, It 
had been their plan to launch the 
attack from a quarry east of the 
Lewis Bridge. ‘That privilege was 
denied them by Federal authorities 
who pointed to a store of dynamite 
in the quarry office. The invaders 
reassembled at Ruegg, a tiny and 
defenseless community, at 9:45 a. 
m. They rolled forward from there 
in two columns along Old James- 
town road and Old Hall’s Ferry 
road, 

The columns converged at Black 
Jack. Their first success was large- 
ly due to the Sergt. York achieve- 
ment of Pvt. Earl Staats, a wiry 
recruit who is a private chauffeur 
in civilian life. Staats, armed with 
a submachine gun, crept up behind 
a guerrilla detechment who were 
lying in wait behind a hedge. Be- 
fore the defenders could put down 
their coffee cups and take up their 
guns, Staats had cried out “Bang, 
bang, bang—you're dead” 16 times. 
The remaining seven defenders sur- 
rendered. 

The invaders swept on in tri- 
umph for two more miles. And 
then on Old Halls’ Ferry road at 
Lindbergh boulevard they ran into 
sudden and disorganizing defeat at 
the hands of the First Battalion 
which had been covering the open 
approach all morning. 

' The Battle Ends. 

Gapt. Bliss emerged from a loud 
argument with the umpires with 
only a handful of his men left. 
His force limped on down Lind- 
bergh to New Hall’s Ferry road 
where they were wiped out without 
much trouble by Maj. Jack Delar- 
gey,s First. That ended the sham 
battle for two reasons. Capt. Bliss 
had no able-bodied men left, and 
it was 12:30 p. m., or quitting time. 

The greatest casualties among 
the defenders were suffered by 
Maj. Guy Yeldell’s Second Battal- 
ion which met the full strength of 
the enemy before Black Jack. The 
Fourth Battalion, commanded by 
Maj. Mahlon B, Wallace, didn’t see 
any action at all; they were sta- 
tioned immediately before Fergu- 
son, and the invaders failed to get 
within four miles of the town.

counted on transporting. 

E, G. Cherbonnier, chairman of 
the committee, said about _ 150 
trucks were lent in yesterday's 
transport effort, and some 300 per- 
sons gave their services. 

“We had counted on having only 
about 375 workers in all, but those 75 
who failed ’o show up left us short 
at some of the most important 
places,” Cherbonnier said. 

“We did not have workers to un- 

load the trucks at some of the 
sorting yards, and as a result, some 
of the trucks made only one trip, 
instead of two or three during the 
day.” 
Other difficulties in yesterday’s 
hauling drive developed as trucks 
arrived late at the school yards, 
and in some cases the school of- 
ficials had failed to unlock gates 
leading into their yards. Radio ap- 
peals were made during the morn- 
ing for more workers, but most of 
those who responded wanted pay 
for their work. 

Until yesterday, some 3500 tons 
of scrap had been’ removed from 
school yards, leaving. about 2000 
tons still to be transported. The 
committee had hoped yesterday to 
move 1300 of the 2000 tons remain- 
ing. Since only 600 tons were 
moved about 1400 tons remain to 
be transported.

NEW YORK, Nov. 16 (AP).— 
Secretary of Agriculture Wickard 
told the New York Herald Tribune 
forum on current problems today 
that it was a political necessity 
that starvation disappear from any 
country occupied by American 
forces, — 

“We must make sure that reoc- 
cupation by our forces,” he said, 
“will be accompanied by a swift 
and well-planned importation of 
food, seed and essential supplies.” 

Wichard said that there might 
be chaos behind the lines if freed 
people were not fed, but that when 
the word went out that freedom 
meant a square meal “the people 
in territory still under the conquer- 
or will work just that much harder 
for liberation.” 

He told the Forum that the 
United Nations were working to- 
gether to get the most out of their 
food resources; that Britain’ had 
increased its cultivated acreage by 
half; that Australia and New Zea- 
land were providing food for 
American soldiers stationed in 
their part of the Pacific, and that 
Canada was sending large amounts 
of grain and meat to Britain. 

“The victorious British Eighth 
Army—as well as our own troops 
in Africa—is eating American 
foods, dried eggs, dried milk, can- 
ned pork, cheese, orange juice and 
others,” he said, and he added that 
more American’food was going to 
Russia to meet mounting needs, 

He said that the United States 
raised 20 million more hogs this 
year than ever before and that the 
production of eggs would be about 
600 million dozen over last year— 
a record, 

There is enough wheat in the 
ever-normal granary to last two 
average years without adding 
more, he said. He warned that 
next year the farm manpower 
situation would be serious and that 
as many skilled workers as pos- 
sible must be left on farms. 

During the next few months, he 
said, the country will be short of 
beef, even though production is the 
largest on record. The reason is 
because of Army requirements for 
tinned: beef in quantities for ex- 
peditionary forces of maximum 
size. :

REDUCED ATTACKS 
AT STALINGRAD 


‘Capture Tactically Im- 
portant Point on Vol- 
kov Front, Gain Slight- 


ly in Caucasus. 


MOSCOW, Nov. 16 (AP).—With 
a frigid, wintry wind sweeping 
across the steppes, Red Army 
forces beat off German attacks in 
Stalingrad, advanced slightly in 
the Caucdsus and, in a surprise 
move far to the north, captured a 
“place of great tactical import- 
ance” on the Volkhov front be- 
tween Lake Umen and Leningrad, 
the Russians announced today. 

After several days of fierce 
fighting within Stalipgrad during 
which, the army newspaper Red 
Star said, the Nazis gained only 
“over literally mountains of their 
dead,” the force of the enemy at- 
tacks slackened yesterday. 

The noon communique reported 
Soviet troops repulsed attacks “by 
small enemy groups” and threw 
back assaults by a German in- 
fantry battalion in one of the 
city’s factory districts. Northwest 
of the city a Russian patrol raided 
German positions during the night. 
The Reds improved their position 
south of Stalingrad by driving the 
Nazis from a fortified poifit and 
entrenching themselves there. 


A slight advance was reported 
soutHeast of Nalchik, in the- Cen- 
tral Caucasus, where the Germans 
have been stalled for weeks in 
their effort to drive toward the 
northwest terminus of the Georg- 


fan military highway over the /@2. 


mountains. Two hundred of the 
enemy were killed in a night en- 
gagement in the Nalchik area, the 
Russians said. 


Northeast of .Tuapse, too, the ac- 
tion apparently was on a small 
scale. Soviet scouts, it was report- 
ed, made a raid on a motorized 
column in the rear of the Nazi 
lines, blowifg up 15 trucks and 
killing about 40 Germans. 

Russian troops broke into the 
Nazi occuped community in an 
unnamed sector of the Volkhov 
front, forcing the Germans to with- 
draw, and then held it against all 
counterattacks, the noon commu- 
nique said. “About one battalion 
of infantry was wiped out and war 
material was captured,” it was 
asserted.

AREAS REPORTED 
~UNDERIRON RULE 
Many Civilians’ Executed! 


Without Trial for Minor 
Infractions, Says Ameri- 


can Observer. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16 (AP).— 
Japanese military authorities were 
reported by an American official 
observer today to have imposed 
an iron rule on the Philippines 
and Malaya, shooting without trial 
anyone who ventures into forbid- 
den zones. 

Summarizing in the Military Re- 
view of the Army’s Command and 
General Staff School observations 
during the fighting on Luzon, the 
observer, who went nameless, said 
the mere presence of a civilian on 
a cleared road meant death. 


“Two Filipino truck drivers in- 
volved in a collision at a cross- 
roads at San Fernando (Philip- 
pines) were shot by a Japanese 
officer because their damaged ve- 
hicles obstructed the road and de- 
layed the passage of a tank pla- 
toon,” said the observer. 

“Civilians found in the vicinity 
of Japanese transport parks, head- 
quarters, munitions dumps, mili- 
tary .telephone lines, unless they 
have a specific authorization, are 
shot without examinations or 
trial,” he said. 

“Malayan and Filipino civilians 
found walking, cycling or motoring 
on roads which had been ordered 
cleared for the passage of Jap- 
anese troops or _ transportation 
were summarily: shot. It is re- 
ported that groups of civilians as 
large as a hundred or more were 
thus dealt with. 

“It is the Japanese attitude that 
a civilian exposes himself to these 
extreme penalties by merely circu- 
lating in the combat zone. 
“After the capture of large cities 
in British Malaya and Luzon the 
Japanese military authorities in- 
structed the civilian law enforce- 
ment agencies to continue to func- 
tion. In Manila the Japanese mili- 
tary authorities informed the 
civilian law enforcement agencies 
that they would hold the latter re- 
sponsible for attacks on Japanese 
parachttists or other troops. 

“They also instructed the civilian 
law enforcement agencies that 
they would hold them accountable 
if bolos, pistols or other weapons 
were found in the hands or homes 
of civilians. It may be presumed 
that the immediate heads of the 
civilian law enforcement agencies 
would be shot if any weapons were 
found in the possession of civilians 
after these instructions had been 


issued.”

We found the whole area quies- 
cent after fighting that was par- 
ticularly heavy at Fedala, Casa- 
blanca and Safi on the Moroccan 
coast. The fighting is over, except 
for some skirmishing’ between 
some Arab tribes and French For- 
eign Legion elements which Gen. 
Patton is trying to clean up far to 
the south of the Casablanca area. 
Meanwhile, Gen. Patton is work- 
ing out the consolidation of the 
positions taken in Morocco. 

Gen. Doolittle, chief of the Allied 
air forces on the North African 
front, was in command of the Fly- 
ing Fortress in which we made our 
flight. Gen. Gruéhther was acting 


make the first contact with Gen. 
Patton since the fighting began 
last Sunday inasmuch as commu- 
nications between the Mediterra- 
nean and Atlantic sectors have 
been cut off, except by air. 

Gen. Gruenther was accompanied 
on his mission by Maj. Ernest T.

On the European continent Ger- 
many and Italy have violated their 
armistice with France and are now 
undertaking the occupation of “un- 
occupied” France — the southern 
half of that defeated and unhappy 
country. 

This move was dictated alike by 
political and military considera- 
tions. 3 


French “Co-operation.” 

Politically, the France of Vichy, 
of Laval and Petain, has been “co- 
operating” with the Axis of Hitler 
and Mussolini. No one has been 
under any illusions that the Vichy 
Government represented the true 
inner feeling of the French peo- 
plé, or that it had the whole-heart- 
ed backing of the French. It has 
been a Government of expediency. 
The aged Marshal, swallowing his 
pride, has fought with the weapons 
of weakness to hold France togeth- 
er—he has compromised, he has 
conciliated, he has negotiated. 
Frenchmen, understanding his mo- 
tives and respecting his integrity, 
have endured this tragic interim 
period of victimization by Berlin 
and Rome. As for their relation to 
Laval, perhaps they have felt that 
a man of such trickiness was a 
useful collaborator with Petain for 
dealings with men of such bottom- 
less black-heartedness as Hitler and 
Mussolini. - 

But France has been ripe for re- 
volt ever since the day of German 
conquest. Revolt not -against Pe- 
tain—revolt against Hitler, as all 
Europe is ripe for revolt against 
Hitler. 

Might Start Revolt. 

If any one thing might touch 
off the fires of French revolt, it 
would be the planting of the Amer- 
ican flag on French soil. The ef- 
fect of an American armored di- 
vision landing at Marseilles and 
rumbling north into the country- 
side to meet the Germans—that 
could send the French soul soaring 
as nothing has done since the 
Yanks began to land in 1917. 

Suppose Hitler had failed to oc- 
cupy the south of France? 

The flag of America has already 
reached North Africa. There, 
made to order in unoccupied South 
France, was a wide-open beach- 
head for the long threatened sec- 
ond front. on the European con- 


-‘tinent. And the very’ act of es 


tablishing that beachhead would 
probably be the tocsin of French 
uprising against the Axis, 

No matter that there is nothing 
to indicate American intentions 
of, moving into South France— 
that, on the contrary, everything 
we are doing in the Mediterranean 
area points to a strategy aimed 
much more directly at the Axis, 
Hitler had to go into South France 
for preventive reasons, whether he 
thought we intended to go there 
or not. Hitler’s hand was forced. 
He has had to flood strength into 
a large area that. will probably 
turn out not to be a combat area 
at all. So that the initial result 
of our entry into North Africa isa 
considerable dispersal of Axis mili- 
tary strength, 

Strategic Initiative. 

Much of that strength came 
from Northern France, Ironically, 
it may be that, by invading North 
Africa in first-wave strength of 
some 140,000 men, we have weak- 
ened German defenses along the 
English Channel much more than 
if we had assaulted them directly 
with twice that number of men. 
Such are the advantages of the 
strategic initiative! 

The second group of Axis coun- 
termoves has been aimed at atif- 
fening the axis position in the im- 
portant area between Bizerte and 
Tripoli. 

This section of the North Afri- 
can coast is the section closest 
to Italy. It is the section of great- 
est influence upon the narrow 
mid-Mediterranean searoute bot- 
tleneck. 

There is every indication that 
our North African offensive is 
aimed at the possession of Bizerte, 


BRITISH SUBMARINE TALISMAN, 
WHICH ONCE SANK U-BOAT, LOST 


LONDON, Nov. 16 (AP).—The 
loss of the Talisman, one of the 


few submarines boasting a victory 
over an enemy U-boat, was an- 
nounced by the Admiralty last 
night. 

The ship is overdue and must be 
considered lost, the Admiralty said. 


One January night the Talis- 
man, cruising on the surface of 
the Mediterranean, sighted a hos- 
tile submarine 700 yards away. The 
enemy fired two torpedoes, which 
missed, The Talisman fired two 
shells, and the second scored a 
hit, sinking the enemy when it was 
only 15 feet distant.

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‘THE NAVY'S WAR 
_ IN THE PACIFIC 


EPRESENTATIVE MAAS, the 

senior Republican member of 

the House Naval Affairs Com- 
mittee, has made a very serious 
attack upon the conduct of the war 
in the Pacific. Maas says that 
from Pearl Harbor to the Solo- 
mons the Pacific war has been 
badly managed, and that the heavy 
consequences of the bad manage- 
ment have been concealed by false 
publicity, Unfortunately, Maas 
himself is a passionate advocate 
rather than a critic of the basic 
misconception which is at the bot- 
tom of the whole trouble. 


This misconception is the belief

of the commitment; and it now 
threatens to become a cancer upon 
our whole war effort,

Objects to Naval Censorship. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HEN we are allowed to learn the 

truth, only at this late date, two or 
three months after the events, that our 
losses in lives, cruisers, destroyers and 
other warcraft in the August sea battles 
off the Solomon Islands were as disas- 
trous as now reported, and when we 
have to comé to the full realization that 
the Japs were aware all along of ,the 
weight of the damaging blows they had 
struck our naval forces, because they 
had sunk our ships, and no doubt had 
counted them, and when we still further 
will have to admit shamefacedly that 
we were kept in ignorance while our 
enemies were in possession of the facts, 
it should cause us to awaken to the dan- 
gers that confront us and force an 
abandonment of the policies of a censor- 
ship that treats the American people as 
mere simpletons and ignoramuses not 
to be trusted with the truth, good or bad. 

When we learn only now, almost six 
months after the event, that during Gen. 
Doolittle’s magnificent air raid over To- 
kyo we lost some airplanes—number still 
unknown—either in Japan or in Japa- 
nese-occupied Chinese territory, which 
the Secretary of War finally and reluct- 
antly had to admit, while we were led 
to believe all craft had returned safely, 
excepting one, which was reported to 
have made a forced landing in Siberia, 
we are apt to lose faith in an administra- 
tion that permits the people to be mis- 
led.’ Again the Japs knew the facts, be- 
cause they held and are still holding the 
crew of these downed craft as prisoners 
of war, whereas the American people 
were kept in total ignorance of the truth 
until now. 

These and other painful incidents::in 
the conduct of war are undermining the 
morale and the faith of the people so 
necessary in presenting a united front.

City Employe for Increased Hours. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

T has been said and with some justi- 

fication that many of us regard war 
sacrifices as necessary for the other fel- 
low but not for ourselves. Often that 
impression arises because we tend to 
cling to traditional methods and habits. 

One such practice that we in city em- 
ployment could well sacrifice is the 38- 
hour week and the many unnecessary 
holidays that still exist for city employes. 
The city government has many more 
problems and greatly increased duties. 
It has less funds and like all industry 
it is losing its manpower. Increasing 
hours of work for the duration of the war 
would provide at least a partial solution 
to these problems. 

Unfortunately there is a general im- 
pression that city employes are loafers 
or idlers, that city work is a snap. A 
little investigation would convince most 
that the average city employe is asked 
to give and delivers a full day’s work. 
Also, most city employes are notoriously 
underpaid, and many have volunteered 
much time tg civilian defense work. 

And yet ny city employes, carrying 
on duties which are essential to the ci- 
vilian defense or to the protection of 
the public Mealth or safety, are wonder- 
ing why fhey have not been asked to 
work mofe than 38 hours per week and 
why unimportant holidays are still ob- 
served by. closing these vital city offices: 

This is our war, too. We don’t want 
to pe thought of as not doing our duty 
here behind the lines.

ginian’s criticism of the mushroom growth of the 
Federal Gdvernment’s civilian personnel remains 
sound and in need of serious attention. 
The fact is; of course, that Senator Byrd has no 
monopoly on this subject of unnecessary use of man- 
power by governmental agencies. The special Sen- 
ate committee, which he heads, is directed particu- 
larly to “non-essential Federal .expenditures” and 
it antedates our entrance into the war. This issue 
of Federal spending continues to be a problem, but 
it is not the immediately critical matter which man- 
power hag become. 
The points which Senator Byrd makes have been 
made in recent weeks by many who are friends of 
the President’s administration. As the months have 
passed, one new layer after another has been placed 
on the cake, Each means a swarm of employes. The 
Government civilian payroll is growing at the rate 
of 100,000 a month ‘and it is now expected that the 


total will pass 3,000,000 by the first of the year. OWI, 


which owes its existence in large part to the popular 
demand for co-ordination and reduction of the many 
overlapping and conflicting war information services, 
now alone has some 4000 employes. 

Conditions differ and it is not always fair to 
set the statistics of one year against those of an- 
other, yet we cannot dismiss as irrelevant a con- 
trast which shows that the Federal Government now 
has three times as many employes as it had when 
the Armistice was signed in 1918; 

The manpower problem is the big problem on the 
home front. The needs of the armed services, in- 
dustry, agriculture, civilian life and the Government 
agencies must be studied, appraised and brought into 
relative balance if we are to make the behind-the- 
lines progress on which military and naval success 
to so large an extent finally depends. 

One thing can and should be done at once. It 
should be possible to shift, on executive order, em- 
ployes of an agency, which is overmanned and has 
little or no relation to the war, to a war work 
agency which is in need of manpower. It should not 
be necessary for every new need to be met by drain- 
ing more and more men and women into the Gov- 
ernment personnel. We know from the tenacity 
with which the administrators of peacetime work- 
relief agencies such ag CCC held on that no Federal 
bureau yields its place at the trough without a fight. 
But we also know that the old rivalries and prides 


are utterly without a place today. 


The administration can improve its position great- 
ly by moving at once and thus accomplishing much 
of what Senator Byrd urges before he turns in tke 
report which he says will “shock” the American 


people. : 
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DR. WILLKIE’S PRESCRIPTION. 

Prominent among those who are relishing the 
news from North Africa with. particular delight is 
Wendell L. Willkie. In fact, the developments there 
seem made to order for’ the specifications he laid 
down some time ago. In his radio address of Oct. 
26, Mr. Willkie commented on the strong British 
offensive in Egypt, and said: 

I hope our aid to this action will be ade- 
quate and prompt, so that Britain and America 
will be able to eliminate Rommel, free North 
Africa from Axis domination and begin an as- 
sault on the soft spots of Southern Europe. 

It’s beginning to look more and more like just 
what Dr. Willkie ordered. 
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NEEDED: A FULL-TIME FEDERAL JUDGE. 

The long-delayed bill to create the sorely needed 
third judgeship in the Eastern Federal Court Dis- 
trict of Missouri has now been amended in a way 
that should make it unacceptable to members of 
the bar of this area and their Federal court litigants. 

The bill as passed a year and a half ago by the 
House of Representatives, under Congressman Coch- 
ran’s guidance, provided for a new judgeship in this 
district. That was as it should be, since it is the 
docket of the Federal court in this district which 
is heavily congested and is in grave need of relief 
through creation of a new judgeship. 

After sitting on the bill for most of this congres- 
sional session, the Senate Judiciary Committee re- 
cently reported the bill for passage, but not until 
it had changed the measure to provide for a rov- 
ing judgeship. As changed, the bill would give the 
Judge jurisdiction in both the Eastern and Western 
districts and permit him to be appointed from 
either side of the State. | 

If this should be made a roving judgeship, Mis- 
souri would have two roving Judges, for Judge John 
Caskie Collet now holds such a commission. Two 
of our six Federal Judges would belong definitely 
to neither the St. Louis nor the Kansas City district. 

This would produce a most unsatisfactory situa- 
tion in Federal Court here. Lawyers and litigants 
are entitled to as speedy a trial in Federal Court 
as is consistent with justice. Judge Collet bears an 
excellent reputation among lawyers and there is 
no complaint against his conduct of Federal court; 
the fact remains, however, that he divides his time 
| between the districts and that this division neces- 
sarily makes, him less accessible in this district 
than Judges Davis and Moore, resident Judges of 
the district. 

Since it clearly is a pressing need of this district 
tq have the new Judge serve full-time here, we think 
that members of the bar of this area should con- 
cern themselves with the amendment and work for 
its rejection. : | 
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A CONFUSION OF THE ISSUE. . ‘

Even today, resistance goes on, a8 is attested by the 
Japs themselves in the ferocious penalties they have 
set up for civilians. % 

‘This spirit is the direct result of the enlightened 
policy the United States has pursued in the Philip- 
pines, as Manuel Quezon, Commonwealth President, 
acknowledged yesterday in his address on the radio 
program with President Roosevelt. Quezon described 
it as “the seasoned fruit of a wise and fair-minded 
policy, of the meeting of minds and the friendly 
working out of problems that have characterized our 
association.” In Mr, Roosevelt’s words, our dealings 
with the Philippines in the last 44 years provide 
“in a very real sense a pattern for the future of 
small nations and peoples of the world.” 

There have been far too many object lessons in 
this war of the tragic results brought by the other 
kind of policy, that following the traditional lines 
of imperialism. Peoples who have not received the 
benefits of education, of training in citizenship, of 
preparation for self-government, such as we have 
given the Philippines, have felt no impulse to resist 
invasion. One stronghold after another has fallen 


the aggressors. 

The fine object lesson of the Philippines is one 
more reason why enlightened men all over the world 
are saying that the old pattern of imperialism can 
no longer be followed in the new epoch that is to 
follow this war. The aspirations of the now sub- 
ject peoples for freedom are going to be recognized, 
and the present masters will have the duty of teach- 
ing their dependents to walk alone. It would bene- 
fit the United Nations’ cause if this great principle 
were given universal recognition. today.

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THE CHICAGO TREASON CONVICTIONS. 

The great majority of this country’s naturalized 
citizens of German birth are, of course, wholly loyal 
to the United States.

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THE CARDS OUGHT TO TAKE UP FOOTBALL. 

Those Chicago Bears did it again yesterday. They 
sent Curly Lambeau and his Packers, the second-best 
pro football team in the business, back to Green Bay 
to brood over a 38-to-7 defeat. That the performance 
had any resemblance at all to a real football game 
—a contest in which both teams have at least a 
theoretical chance to win—is due entirely to the 
heroic efforts of the officials. Thinking as they 
ran, these men called back no less than three Bear 
touchdowns. 

But, whatever may have been said to the contrary 
in those first bitter moments after defeat, the offi- 
cials can’t win a' game. And, certainly, none of the 
teams in the league seems to be able to do so against 
the Bears. Jimmy Conzelman worked that miracle 
last year, but his boys looked pretty funny when they 
tried their hands at a repeat performance. 

The plain fact of the matter is that the Chicago 
Bears have become to football what the New York 
Yankees used to be to baseball. Billy Southworth’s | 
St. Louis Cardinals discovered the secret formula 
for beating the Yankees. If the future of baseball 
becomes any more uncertain, they might, while 
there is still no rationing of sports events, take to 
football and try the formula against the Bears. 
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WHERE ‘WERE ADMIRAL LUETZOW’S U-BOATS? 

Rear Admiral Luetzow, German naval spokesman, : 
in a radio speech intended for South American lis- 
teners, explained last September that although U-boat 
sinkings on the American Atlantic coast had de- 
clined, this did not mean the submarine campaign 
was lagging. It merely meant, he said, that the 
campaign had been shifted to new regions. 

“Submarines do not follow fixed routes but at- 
tack where the chances of success are best,” he 
added. “They quietly disappear from one region 
when their. chances diminish for one reason or an- 
other and turn to more favorable waters.” 

That sounds all right, but there must have been 
slightly “more favorable waters” off the Western 
coast of Spain, Morocco and Algiers last week when 
the 850-ship armada made its invasion of French 
North Africa. Despite all these ships, which Ad- 
miral Luetzow must have expected to be so many 
clay pigeons, the United Nations communique yes- 
terday included the statement: “Every ship arrived 
punctually and disembarked its troops except one 
which was damaged by a torpedo and which subse- 
quently reached harbor. Intensive attacks by U-boats 
| failed to hinder the operation.”

Emigration to war industries is seen as indication of Manhattan's 
economic decline; not only is it failing to get defense orders, says 
writer, but its trade and production have been falling off for 
years; losses in garment shops, stock market and port traffic cited,

EW YORK, once the city of infinite 
N and. glowing opportunity, is fast be- 

coming a “good place to get out of.” 
Vincent Astor obviously was “getting out” 
when he recently began to dispose of his 
New York real estate holdings. The thou- 
sands of New Yorkers who rushed to the 
offices of Henry J, Kaiser, when the in- 
dustrialist came into the city to hire men, 
were doing the same thing. 

“Sure I’m glad to leave New York,” one 
of them told a reporter. “There’s no future 
in this town any more.” 

In the more graphic phrase -of a Wash- 
ington official, New York now is one of 
the “blackest spots in the nation.” The 
former job-hunters’ Mecca has 400,000. un- 
employed, 22 per cent of the national to- 
tal, and the number is rising. The authori- 
ties anticipate that it will reach 500,000 
by January. ; 

The great swaggering metropolis is be- 
coming, as its Commissioner of Commerce 
George Sloan warned it would last July, 
our “largest war casualty.” Primarily a 
commercial center and a producer of light 
consumers’ goods, its principal industries 
are either parasitic, inefficient or unadapt- 
able for war purposes. 

Its share of the vast flow of war orders 
from Washington has been the thinnest 
trickle, $198 per capita of population, com- 
pared with $2750 for Detroit and an average 
of $480 for the country, Unable to obtain 
contracts for war goods and prevented by 
priorities from obtaining raw materials for 
their regular products, many of the city’s 


‘| manufacturers are forced to limit their op- 


erations or to shut down, 

But the war, in the sense that it is push- 
ing New York dowr an economic incline, is 
only accelerating a movement which be- 
gan much earlier. Long before the war, 
the Wall Street crash had caused New York 
to shrink up as a financial center; the 
growth of economic nationalism in the '30s 
had led to its decline as a port, and a 
combination of economic influences, among 
them the lure of cheaper labor, had drawn 
away large segments of the city’s two rank- 
ing industries, printing and garment manu- 
facturing. 

* * + 

Mayor “aGuardia two years ago followed 
the example of depressed New England mill 
towns and Southern cities in appointing a 
Commissioner of Commerce, to coax new 
enterprises into the area. But he could not 
offer docile labor or tax-free properties, and 
his success has béen limited. 

New York’s basic worry is the fate of 
some 25,000 small manufacturing units, 
many of them now approaching ruin. 

The -city’s main grievance is Washington's 
treatment of its garment industry, which 
normally supports more than 10 per cent of 
the population. The largest orders for 
military garments and kindred products 
have gone to non-union concerns, many of 
them newly established to exploit the war 
boom, in the South and Middle West. The 
records of the International Ladies’ Gar- 
ment Workers’ Union showed early this 
year that fewer than 800 of its 163,000 mem- 
bers in New York were working on Govern- 
ment contracts, | | 

This “discrimination,” is not entirely 
Washington’s fault. Until recently New 
York garment manufacturers made no con- 
certed effort to obtain Government con- 
tracts, They were riding the crest of a 
consumers’ buying wave, and for the most 


part did not anticipate their present dif- 
ficulties. Moreover, the, majority of New 
York garment firms are small and antiquat- 
ed in their production methods, the exces- 
sive cost of which prevents them from 
competing successfully for Government 
work, The same deficiencies disqualify 
hundreds of other local industries. 

Some economists insist that New York, 
in its present difficulties, is seeing the face 
of its future. “The city’s economic struc- 
ture is like’ a tree, with: a lot of rotting 
branches, and no new growths in sight,” 
one contends, Extreme and forbidding 
though this forecast appears, the facts seem 
to substantiate it. New York’s garment in- 
dustry, for example, has been losing ground 
steadily for more than a decade. 

There is some talk about New York 
recovering its former eminence as a port 
when the war ends, but that is an illusion. 
In the decade between 1929 and 1939, the 
city declined as a port, not only in abso- 
lute terms, but also in relation to other 
American ports. Baltimore and the Gulf 
and Pacific coast ports have become its 
bustling competitors, and the St. Lawrence 
Seaway, when it is constructed, will divert 
cargoes bound for the Middle West. The 
greatest port in the world will be reduced, 
as John Chamberlain wrote, to “a city on 
the periphery of .the continent.” 

* — * 


New York’s financial district, like its 

port, stands little chance of regaining its 
old position of leadership and splendor. 
Even should ‘the financial capital of the 
country return from Washington to Wall 
Street, the “good old days” when every- 
one played the market will not. 
‘ Trading has been falling steadily, partly 
because the Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission’s cold supervision discourages in- 
flated claims for stocks, but primarily be- 
cause Of Main Street’s great and continu- 
ing disillusion with the “rfioney barons.” 
The immense volume of speculation, which 
paid the salaries-of tens of thousands of 
Wall Street employes, is a thing of the 
past, and so arg the jobs. 

Thousands of parasitic enterprises, sell- 


sorts are being squeezed out by the war 
and the general tendency toward cost-cut- 
ting. The luxury-goods industries, which 
are centered in New York, will fee] the 
impact of high personal tax rates. 

There are no “new shoots,” except for 
the entertainment industry, where the po- 
tential growth of course is limited. A great 
city has a peculiar momentum of its own, 
and this will act as a brake on New York's 
decline. But decline it will, New York 
had its gaudy, speculative binge in the ‘20s. 
Now it will have to endure the hangover, 

Perhaps as the city moves down indus- 
trially, it will move up as a cultural cen- 
ter. This is the luminous hope held out for 
it. But one wonders whether New York, 
which in many respects is so remote from 
the United States, is in a position to real- 
ize that hope. It is hardly possible that New

LONDON, Nov, ie To continue 
about my Edinburgh visit! We

WOMEN’S OLD SILK 
HOSE NEEDED FOR 
GUNPOWDER BAGS 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16 (AP).— 
Old silk and nylon stockings of- 
ficially, became a war salvage item 
today. : i 

The War Production Board 
asked all women to take worn and 
discarded hosiery to collection cen- 
ters established in retail stores 
having women’s hosiery depart- 
ments. 

After the silk fibre has been re- 
claimed, it will be woven into 
powder bags to carry the explosive 
charges in big-calibre guns of the 
Army and Navy. Silk burns com- 
pletely, making is unnecessary to 
cleam the gun’s breach before re- 
loading. Reclaimed nylon also has 
important military uses. 

Only stockings containing silk 
or nylon are desired, although the 
following mixtures of the fibres 
also are acceptable: mixed silk- 
nylon, silk-rayon, nyldh-rayon, silk- 
cotton and nylon-cotton. The stock- 
ings shouldbe washed before be- 
ing donated. 

The stores will pay all costs. of 
handling the hosiery until ship- 
ment is made collect to the De- 
fense Supplies Corporation, Green 
Island, N. Y., in minimum lots of 
100 pounds. No individual, store 
or group will get remuneration 
for the donated hosiery. 

If a store cannot get together a 
100-pound lot, local salvage com- 
mittees will arrange to collect the 
stockings for ultimate shipment.

CUATEMALA COW TREE 
MILKED WITH MACHETE 


Ex-St. Louisan, Now With 
Field Museum, Describes Cen- 
tral American Expedition. 


Specimens of Guatemala’s cow 
tree, or milk tree, are among the 
5000 different species of that coun- 
try’s flora brought back to the 
United States by Dr, Julian A. 
Steyermark, assistant curator of 
herbarium at Field Museum, Chi- 
cago, who is spending the week 
end with his parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Leo L, Steyermark, 7385 Pershing 
avenue, 

“Natives of Guatemala slash into 


the cow tree with a machete and 
out comes the milk-like sap,” the 
botanist explained. “They put it 
into their coffee,’and seem to like 
it, but I wouldn’t attempt to say 
what effect it has on one’s stom- 


h. 

“The World War has its effect 
even on Guatemala’s natives, who 
are practically helpless without 
their machetes. Heretofore, they 
have obtained supplies of machetes 
from the United States, but now 
that source of supply has been cut 
off and they are trying to obtain 
them from Mexico.” 

Among the dried and carefully 
packed specimens that he obtained 
in 11 months of work in Guate- 
mala are a number of plants which 
the natives declared had medicinal 
qualities. 

“With the United States’ supply 
of quinine cut off, people are look- 
ing for a substitute,” he remarked. 
“IT have a supply of plants which 
natives say are good to cure ma- 
laria. Others are supposed to be 
good to cure colds. We obtain in- 
formation, much of which we do 
not believe, but we keep a record 
of it nevertheless. My present col- 
lection includes hundreds of spe- 
cies that are new. They will be de- 
scribed in a book that is being 
prepared by Dr. Paul C. Standley, 
curator of the herbarium, at the 
Field Museum and myself.” 

The most beautiful sight he 
found in the Guatemala jungle, 
Steyermark said, was when he 
came to a canyon filled with thou- 
sands of yellow lady slippers. 

Dr. Steyermark obtained his doc- 
tor’s degree from Washington. Uni- 
versity in 1933. He taught at Uni- 
versity City High School in 1935 
and 1936. In 1937 he went to the 
Field Museum. He has made two 
previous trips to Central America, 
one for the Field Museum in 1937 
and another for the Missouri Bo- 
tanical Gardens in 1934. He is au- 
thor of “Spring Flowers of Mis- 


souri.”

Select a ham weighing from 10 
to 12 pounds. Scrub with a brush 
and place, fat side up, on a rack 
in an open baking pan. Do not 
add any water. Bake 30 minutes 
per pound. A 10-pound ham will 
need five hours in a moderately 
slow oven (325). Baste several 
times with drippings. * 

The ham is done when a fork 
will easily go through the thickest 
part. Remove from the oven and 
lift off the rind and any surplus 
fat. Mark (score) the ham into 
diamonds and stud with whole 
cloves. Cover the ham with this 
glaze: Boil together five minutes, 
one-half cup boiling water, two- 
thirds cup honey, one-fourth cup 
red cinnamon candies, one-half 
teaspoon ground cloves, one-half 
cup orange juice and two table- 
spoons lemon juice. Bake the ham 
30 minutes in moderate oven. 
Baste every 10 minutes with the 
honey mixture. 

Apples are quite abundant and 
browned sugared slices go well 
with ham. Core and peel apples. 
Cut in crossway slices. Brown 
apples in fat (four tablespoons fat 
for eight slices apples) heated in a 
frying pan. Sprinkle apples with 
one-half cup sugar, one teaspoon 
cinnamon and one-fourth teaspoon 
each cloves and nutmeg. Add one- 
half cup corn syrup, one-third cup 
water and two tablespoons lemon 
juice. Cook slowly until well 
glazed. You can also do pineapple 
slices and peach and apricot halves 
the same way.

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From Consumption to Tuberculosis 


PAMPHLET entitled “From 
Consumption to Tuberculosis in 

. Connecticut” has come to my 
desk. Its phraseology is intended 
to denote the change that has oc- 
curred in the public viewpoint of 
the disease. It was called “con- 


sumption” in 1900 and consump- 
tion meant a disease that relent- 
lessly consumed its victim. It is 
called tuberculosis now, which 
means we know the cause, we 
know it is a contagious disease 
and therefore preventable, and 
also we know ways of treating it 
that result in cure. 

The year 1900 is selected because 
about that time the Gaylord Farm 
Sanitarium was erected, one of the 
first hospitals exclusively for the 
treatment of tuberculosis to be fi- 
nanced by a State Legislature. 

As the building was being built 
near Wallingford, a New England 
family living in a nearby farm 
house watched it with mixed emo- 
tions of interest and skepticism. 
The oldest son. of the family had 
died of consumption, the oldest 
daughter was in the last stages of 
the disease and two of the re- 
maining children had coughs. They 
had been told this was to be a hos- 
pital for curing consumption. But 
how foolish it seemed to them. 
They had been told, they knew 
from experience tuberculosis was 
an incurable disease. They thought 
it was hereditary because didn’t 
they all have it in the family? 

They were not the only ones who 
thought that way. The Legislature 
was only with great difficulty per- 
suaded to pass the appropriation 
for the sanitarium and they voted 
a niggardly $25,000. The public it-

Nat- 
urally they are unwilling to risk 
much money. We must go on

If it is no good, it ought 
to fail.”

"So Far, I've Made It Stick," Says Red-Headed Jessie Landis, Star of Play, "Papa Is All.”

ED-HEADED Jessie ce 
R Landis, the star of "Papa is 

All,” which opens tonight at the 
American Theater, has the nerve 
of a burglar and the daring of a 
commando. She’s the kind of a 
gal to whom any obstacle is a 
challenge and the sort of an act- 
ress who would rather be ealled 
versatile than any other adjective 
in theatrical language. 

“Some people might call me just 
a big bluff,” blue-eyed Miss Landis 
laughed. “But so far I've made 
my bluff stick. My present role 
is a good example of how I’ve al- 
ways operated. “When I read the 
script, my first inclination was to 
play sick and say I couldn’t take 
the part, but then that inner some- 
thing, that little inside devil that 
is continually putting me up to 
things, said I could bluff it 
through. So here I am, in a very 
successful play.” 

That the role in which Miss Lan- 
dis is currently “bluffing” her way 
around the country is a tough one 
has been admitted by the New 
York critics... A cemedy built 
around a Mennonite family, “Papa 
Is All” requires that Miss Landis 
play a Pennsylvania-Dutch mama 
and speak and act with the charac- 
teristics peculiar to the Mennonite 
colony located near Lancaster, Pa. 

“I hadn’t the faintest idea what 
Pennsylvania Dutch sounded like,” 
she said. “And once I had let my- 
self in fcr the role, I found the 
water was even deeper than I ex- 
pected. When I was playing it at 
the Paper Mill Playhouse in New 
Jersey, I know I skidded many a 
time, but I worked like a dog 
and by the time the Theater Guild 
bought it, I had it down pat.” 


In addition to learning the dif- 
ficult voice shadings needed for 
Pennsylvania Dutch, Miss Landis 
also had to become comfortable in 
delivering lines put into strange 
sentence construction. Now after 
playing the-role for almost a year, 
including a New York run of three 
months, she says she has begun 
to talk like the Pennsylvania 
Dutch boy who :saw a caboose 
and asked his mama: “Is it when 
the little red car goes by the 
train’s all?” 

A native of Evanston, II1., Jessie 
was intended by her parents to be 
a musician. At the conservatory 
she attended, she stumbled one day 
into a dramatic class and prompt- 
ly switched from music to elocu- 
tion, When recital time came 
round, her astonished parents dis- 
covered that their daughter Jessie 
was scheduled on the program for 
a dramatic reading and later, talk- 
ing with the teacher, discovered 
that she had abandoned music les- 
lons two months before. 

“From the leading lady in school 
plays and knocking about Chicago 
with amateur groups, I graduated 
into a sort of semi-professional 
standing, doing the Ruth Draper 
type of monologues around town,” 
Miss Landis said. “I happened to 
be giving a program at the Black- 
stone Theater in Ghicago when Jo- 
seph Schildkraut came to town in 
‘The Highwayman.’ He was about 
to send to New York for a _ re- 
placement for one of his leading 
women when he saw me and en- 
gaged me.”

Landis if she thought she could do 
the part, she hadn’t any idea what 
part he meant, but, on the strength 
of her Irish nerve, she said “yes,” 
and promptly set out on a season’s 
tour. On this tour, young Jessie 
came in for some very nice notices 
from the critics. She saved these, 
typed them out in sets, and sent 
them to New York producers. 

“Some of the New York bigwigs 
didn’t even bother to answer the 
letters I sent with the clippings,” 
Jessie laughed. “But the ones that 
did answer gave me the thrill of 
my life. Of course, the answers 
were just form letters: You know— 
the when-you’re-in-New York-come- 
and-see-me sort of things.

Economical Menus

T’S easy to be lyrical about 
] epptes—their brilliant color, their 

enameled skins, their winey 
fragrance, their crisp, firm flesh 
which melts to juiciness in the 
mouth. Apples are tied up with 
the childhood memories of most of 
us; memories of winter evenings 
when the family was all to- 
gether, memories of feasts where 
apple pie was the crowning glory. 
Some of us have come a long way 
from the apple days of childhood, 
having grown accustomed to more 
exotic fruits; but in wartime 
America we are going back to the 
apple again. It is grown locally 
almost everywhere in the country; 
it is abundant and inexpensive and 
adapted to an unlimited variety of 
uses. If we had to depend on a 
single fruit, we could hardly do 
better than the apple. For real 
satisfaction, learn what varieties 
are best in your locality, and stick 
to those that are firm, tart and 
juicy, for eating and cooking. 

Apple Delight. 

One and one-half pounds apples 
(five medium); one-half cup wa- 
ter; pinch salt; one-half cup sugar; 
one-half teaspoon grated lemon 
rind; one tablespoon lemon juice! 
two teaspoons plain gelatin; one- 
fourth cup cold water. 

Choose tart, juicy apples. Peel 
apples, quarter, core and cut in 
thin slices. Add one-half cup wa- 


ter and salt; cover and boil gently 
for about 15 minutes, or until ten- 
der. Remove from heat; add 
sugar, lemon rind and juice, and 
the gelatin which has been soft- 
ened in one-fourth cup cold water. 
Stir to dissolve gelatin and turn 
into a mold or bowl to cool. Place 
in refrigerator to set; unmold and 
serve with lemon honey custard 
sauce: 

One tablespoon butter; two ta- 
blespoons flour; one and one-half 
cups milk; two eggs, separated; 
one-eighth teaspoon salt; one- 
fourth cup honey. 

Melt butter, blend in flour and 
slowly add the milk, stirring con- 
stantly over direct heat until sauce 
boils and thickens. Add a little hot 
sauce to beaten egg yolks, mixing 
well; then return all to heat over 
boiling water for two minutes 
longer, stirring constantly. Add 
salt and honey, cool, and carefully 
fold stiffly beaten whites into the 
sauce. Chill and serve with apple 
gelatin dessert. Four or five serv- 
ings.

war nothing was so absurd as the 


British censorship. It was stupid, infuriating and without any 
basis. Let me recount just a few of the cuts made by British 
Craig Thompson, of the New York Times’ 


About a year ago he 


unearthed what he thought would be a good story. He found that 


the Army and R. A. F. doctors 


were treating open wounds with 


sulfathiozole and that the overworked miracle drug had come through 


nicely once more. He saw several 


doctors and verified the fact that 


the treatment was amazingly successful. The doctors seemed sur- 
prised at Thompson’s interest. Everyone knew about it, the doctors 


said. It was, nevertheless, a nice

the censors attached to the Min- 
istry of Information. The censor 
looked at the story Thompson 
handed in, glared angrily, and flat- 
ly refused to send it in. Craig 
wanted to know why. “Don’t try 
to fool me,” the censor said. “I 
know perfectly well that sul- 
fathiozole is a code word.” 

Thompson who had never tried 
to “bootleg” a story through ‘the 
censor, counted 10 and then spent 
a half hour convincing the cen- 
sor that there was actually a drug 
called gsulfathiozole. The censor 
had never heard of it. If the in- 
cident were an isolated one, it 
would not be worthy of comment. 
Unfortunately, things like that did 
happen in London every day and 
account to a great degree for the 
graying hair of the American cor- 
respondents who have been sta- 
tioned in England’s capital these 
past two years. 


In London, when a censor cuts 
something out of a story with a 
short “Home Security Reasons,” 
we almost invariably agtee with 
him. The services have issued sev- 
‘eral “bans,” most of which are 
quite reasonable. Duff Cooper, for- 
mer Minister of Information, once 
said in a press conference, “We 
cannot let you say anything which 
will endanger the lives of British 
citizens or the continuance of war 
production.” 


Correspondents enthusiastically 
indorsed Cooper’s statement, and 
this harangue is not directed to- 
ward any reasonable rules which 
make for home security. It is di- 
rected toward the petty, absurd, 
tyrannical censorship that was for 
so lo imposed upon American 
and Dominion correspondents by 
the three war services, all of which 
superseded the Ministry of Infor- 
mation as final arbiters of what 
might or might not be aaid. The 
three war services (Army, Navy 
and R. A. F.) still labored under 
the happy delusion that they had 
been fighting the war and that 
therefore they should be allowed 
to run it, 


They forget that this, for once, 
was truly a people’s war. The 
battle of Britain was won by 
250,000 civilian fire fighters, the 
thousands of civilian air wardens, 
ambulance drivers and canteen 
workers, and, if invasion comes, 


story, and Craig used it. 

the home guard of nearly two mil- 
lion civilians is expected to play a 
big part in defense. London has 
twice been saved from complete 
destruction by the civilians—by 
the people’s army. Yet, until re- 
cently, the thrée war services with 
typical pompous bureaucracy con- 
sistently, refused to tell the people 
of England and the people of 
America just what was going on. 
We wanted to write only the truth, 
but the half-truth, the evasions, 
and the general refusal. of the 
services to let us “see for our- 
selves,” prevented first-class re- 
porting. Things became so des- 
perate in the spring of 1941 that 
the American correspondents seri- 
ously considered going on a one- 
day strike to show their indigna- 
tion. In turn, Duff Cooper and 
Lord Beaverbrook pleaded our 
cause, but the services still reigned 
supreme, Appeal to the Prime 
Minister was equally futile.

In wartime censorship is regret- 
tably but absolutely necessary for 
some security reasons. A study of 
the mistakes made by the censors 
and the services in England and 
Russia during the past year might 
show those to whom American 
censorship is now entrusted a few 
pitfalls that might intelligently be 
avoided. Lest anyone think that 
this is the sour bleat of a reporter 
who is excusing the ineffectiveness 
of his own poor stories by making 
the censor a scapegoat, Jet me list 
a few incidents of the kind of cen- 
sorship we used to be up against in 
England. 

Last winter Lord Haw Haw on 
the German radio told, with great 
glee, how it was that the Nazi 
bomber pilots found it so easy to 
locate London. He told us some- 
thing that everyone in London and 
Berlin knew—that the Thames 
pointed the way to London. You 
cannot black-out the Thames any 
more than you could black-out the 
Hudson or the Mississippi. 

Raymond Daniell of the New 
York Times wrote an article in 
which he referred to this, and told 
how the “silver stream of the 
Thames pointed out the way to 
London.” He sent his story off 
and went to bed. Later the censor 


phoned him and told him sternly 
that he could not mention the 
|Thames. “It would give the enemy 


foreign correspondents to save 
cable tolls, he wrote, “Despite un- 
Christmassy weather, London to- 
night, ete.” In those days German 
airplanes were overhead 24 hours a 
day, knowing just as much about 
the weather in London as did the 
traffic cop at Piccadilly Circus, 
yet the censor withered Lait with 
a look and said coldly, “You are 
not allowed to give weather infor- 
mation to the enemy.” 

Lait trailed along when Wendell 
Willkie visited Manchester on his 
trip to Britain. Thousands stood 
outside of Willkie’s hotel in almost 
freezing weather, waiting for him 
to appear. Lait, impressed by their 
patience and their desire to see 
Private Citizen Number One, 
wrote: ' | 

“The crowd stood there for hours 
in the wintry blasts, etc.” This 
was cut out by the censor. Lait, 
fed up with the absurdity of such 
nonsense, rewrote his message to 
read, “The crowd stood in front of 
the hotel for hours, slapping their 
arms against their sides to keep 
warm.” The censor passed this, 
with the remark that “it was not 
weather information.” 

Perhaps the most ludicrous cen- 
sorship story we all chuckle over 
in Fleet street was one in which 
the aforementioned Lait again 
took part. Brilliant teamwork on 


the part of Lait and Tommy Wat-| | 


son, another reporter, resulted in 
a 10-minute beat on the story of 
Rudolf Hess’ arrival in Scotland. 
They merely told the meager in- 
formation that Hess had landed in 
Scotland and gave the few details 
available. Canny Watson was on 
his way to Scotland before the pa- 
pers with the story were on the 
streets of New York. He got a 
magnificent story and on it put 
the dateline “Somewhere, in Scot- 
land.” His first story went through 
in full. Later that day corre 
spondents were notified that they 
could not mention Scotland in con- 
nection with the Hess case. 

By now, of course, Watson's 
story was in 600 newspapers in 
America. But one must play out 
the farce.’ Earl Reeves, then head 
of the International News Service 
Bureau, solemnly sent a cable to 
his New York office which read: 
“In Watson's story please delete 
the word ‘Scotland’ as mention of 
this word has become dangerous 
to the security of the British 
Isles.” The censor beamed with 
pleasure, and quickly approved the 
message.

Two girls, Diana 
Brand (niece of Lady Astor) and 
Lady Mary Rose Fitzroy, were do- 
ing a magnificent job of serving 
tea, sandwiches and chocolate to 
balloon-barrage stations in the 
East End of London during the 
heavy blitzes of last winter.
